TO 

Facilitate tlie creation of a class of small Lauded Proprietors a.d. issi. 
in Ireland. 

W HEREAS many large tracts of land in Ireland in a state of 
waste are capable of being reclaimed, and may be made 
available for tlie creation of a class of small landed proprietors : 

And whereas tbe reclamation of such, waste land would improve 
5 tlie health of the districts wherein the same are situate, and would 
be of great public benefit ; but by reason of the various modifica- 
tions of interests and estates in such lands, the legal incapacity of 
many persons having such interests, the absence of co-operation, and 
other causes, the same cannot be accomplished without the authority 
10 of Parliament : 

And whereas it is expedient to provide further facilities for tbe 
purchase of lands by tenants in Ireland, and to amend Parts II. 
and III. of the Landlord and Tenant, Ireland, Act, 1870 : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 

15 by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same : 

PART I. 

1. That it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland to 
20 appoint any four fit persons, being resident proprietors of land in 
Ireland, to be Commissioners for the purposes of Part I. of this Act, 
and at pleasure to remove any Commissioner so appointed; and 
upon any vacancy in the office of such Commissioner, some other 
proprietor of land resident in Ireland shall be appointed to such 
25 office in like manner ; and the Commissioners so to be appointed 
shall, with the chairman of the Board of Works in Ireland for the 
time being, be the Commissioners for carrying this Act into execu- 
tion ; and during any vacancy in the office of Commissioner under 
[Bfil 63.] A 
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this Act, it shall he lawful for the continuing Commissioners or 
Commissioner to act as if no such vacancy had occurred ; and such 
Commissioners shall he a corporation, and shall he styled the 
“ Waste Land Commissioners of Ireland,” and shall have their office 
in Lublin ; and the said Commissioners shall cause to be made a 6 
seal of the said Board, and shall cause to be sealed therewith all 
orders made or confirmed by the Commissioners in pursuance of 
Part I. of this Act, and all such orders and other instruments pro- 
ceeding from the said Board, or copies thereof, purporting to ho 
sealed with the seal of the said Board, shall be received in evidence 10 
without any further proof thereof. 

2. The Commissioners may, with the sanction of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant , appoint from time to time a secretary, and such surveyors, 
valuators , engineers, and other officers as shall be necessary for the 
purposes of this Act, on such terms and at such salaries as the 15 
Commissioner's of Her Majesty's Treasury , or any tioo of them, mag 

from time to time permit : Provided always, that such last-mentioned 
Commissioners may alloio any secretary or other officer such reason- 
able travelling and other expenses as may be incurred by him m the 
performance of his duties under this Act, in addition to his salary 20 
or allowance respectively. 

3. It shall ho lawful for the Commissioners to order any 
examination or inquiry, and any survey, report, plan, or estimate 
of value to he made of or concerning any waste lands required for 
the purposes of this Act, which they may think fit ; and for the 25 
purposes of making such examination, inquiry, survey, report, plau, 
and estimate, it shall he lawful for the said Commissioners, hy them- 
selves, their surveyors, engineers, agents, officers, or workmen, at 
all seasonable times to enter upon any waste lands without being 
deemed trespassers, and without being subject to any fine, penalty, 30 
or punishment on account of entering or continuing upon the said 
lands for any damages to he thereby occasioned, other than wilful 
damage. 

4. If by reason of any report made to the Commissioners upon 
such preliminary examination or inquiry as aforesaid, or by reason 35 
of any survey, report, or estimate already made (and which they aro 
hereby authorised to adopt), it shall be deemed advisable and expe- 
dient that any waste land shall he reclaimed, they shall forthwith 
send a copy of such report, survey, or estimate to the owner or 
person entitled for the time being to the receipt of any rents or 40 
profits received, or which might he receivable if the said lands had 
been reclaimed, and require him, within a period of not less than 
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six months, to undertake to reclaim the said lands ; and in case the A.D. i88i. 
said owner or person so entitled shall not undertake in writing to 
reclaim, or shall fail within a reasonable time to carry into effect 
such undertaking, the Commissioners shall in either of the said 
5 cases make and send a copy of the report made upon such pre- 
liminary examination or inquiry as aforesaid, or of such report or 
estimate which shall be so adopted by them as aforesaid, together 
with their opinion thereon, to the Lord Lieutenant, and cause 
similar copies to be lodged in some place in or near such lands, for 
10 public inspection, for the space of three calendar months, and cause 
notice thereof, and of the place at which such copies shall have 
been lodged, to be given in any newspaper circulating in the county 
or place in which such lands shall be situate, and otherwise, as they 
shall think fit ; and by such notice, all parties interested in such Objections 
15 lands, or in any way affected by the proposed works, shall be ^ th^Lord 
required, on or before a day to be therein named, not sooner than Lieutenant 
six weeks and not later than eight weeks from the date of such lu wrltlug ' 
publication and the posting of such notice, to transmit in writing 
to the said Lord Lieutenant, or other chief governor or governors, 

20 all objections which such parties shall think fit to make with 
respect to anything in the said report proposed to be done under 
the provisions of this Act. 

5. In every case in which there shall have been submitted to the Where ob- 
Lord Lieutenant objections to anything in the said report proposed 
25 to be done, the said Lord Lieutenant shall appoint a proper qualified the Lord 
person to inspect the lands referred to therein proposed to be pur- 
chased for the purposes of this Act, and the lands, property, or point a quaii- 
rights intended to be entered upon, cut through, interfered with, ^P er ^ n 
or affected by the works, if any, in such report mentioned, and to t he laLds. 

30 report to him the comparative amount of benefit to be derived and 
damage to be done thereby ; and the said Lord Lieutenant shall, if 
he shall think necessary, require the parties interested in such lands, 
property, and rights, or likely to be affected by the works, if any, 
proposed to be executed for such reclamation or improvement, to 
35 attend the person so to be appointed by him, at such time as he 
shall fix, subsequent to the expiration of such period of six weeks, 
and at such convenient place or places within the parish or one of 
the parishes wherein such land so proposed to be purchased for the 
purpose of reclamation and improvement shall be situate, or in the 
40 vicinity thereof, as the said Lord Lieutenant shall specify in a 
notice to be given twenty-one days at the least before the time of 
such meeting, by advertisement in one or more newspapers cir- 
culated in the county in which such works are proposed to be

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executed ; and at tlie time and place named in such notice as afore- 
said the person so appointed by the said Lord Lieutenant shall 
attend and shall have power to adjourn any meeting from time 
to time, or hold any new meeting, as he may find necessary, and 
sliall inquire whether the notices by this Act required shall have 5 
been duly published, and shall hear and inquire into all such objec- 
tions as shall have been or shall he then or there made by any 
person or persons interested in any land likely to he affected by any- 
thing by such report as aforesaid proposed to he done ; and the said 
person so appointed by the said Lord Lieutenant or other chief 10 
governor or governors shall receive and hear all such evidence 
as may be offered to him in relation to the several matters aforesaid. 

6. In case, after such inquiry shall have been concluded, the said 
Lord Lieutenant shall be of opinion that the benefit to be derived 
from the reclamation of such waste lands and improvements out- 15 
weighs the damage to he done thereby, and that such purchase, 
reclamation, and improvement may be effected without material 
detriment to the lands, property, or rights proposed to he entered 
upon, interfered with, or affected, and that the lands, property, or 
rights so proposed to he taken, entered upon, interfered with, or 20 
affected may he adequately compensated under the provisions of 
this Act, he may allow such purchase to he made, and sanction 
sucli works, if any, as the Commissioners deem necessary for the 
purposes of reclamation, according to the proposal in such report by 
the said Commissioners contained, or with such alterations therein 25 
as he may think fit ; and it shall he lawful for him to authorise the 
said Commissioners to enter upon such lands, and execute the 
proposed works as the same shall have been allowed as aforesaid, 
and such order shall specify or describe, directly, or by reference to 

a plan thereunto annexed, the lands to he purchased, and the works, 30 
if any, thereby authorised to he executed. 

7. In case of objections lodged with the said Lord Lieutenant 
or other chief governor or governors, the expenses attending the 
proceedings which may take plane in consequence of such objection 
shall be borne by the said Commissioners, unless the person before 35 
whom such inquiry is made shall decide that any objection is 
frivolous or vexations, in which case it shall he in the power of 
such person to award that the whole of the expenses, or such part 

as he shall think just, shall he paid by the objector. 

8. If no objection shall he lodged as aforesaid, the said Lord 40 
Lieutenant shall authorise the lands specified in the said report to 
the said" Commissioners herein-before mentioned, or so much thereof

10. Every such final notice shall he enrolled in the Rolls Office Final notice 
of Her Majesty’s Court of Chancery in Ireland within three months 
35 after the same shall have been published as aforesaid, and a copy of Chancery, 
thereof shall be deposited with the clerk of the peace of each county ^po^ted* 
in which such land shall he situate, who is hereby authorised and with clerk 
required to receive and deposit the same amongst the records of the °f tke P CHce ’ 
county ; and a copy thereof, certified by the proper officers of Her 
40 Majesty’s Rolls Office, shall bo evidence that it was duly made, 
and that all the requisitions of this Act in relation thereto were 
complied with. 
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11 . The Commissioners shall lay out and divide the lands so to 
be purchased and taken as aforesaid into farms of not less than ten 
or moro than one hundred acres each, and shall cause to be made 
such roads, drains, and fences as may be deemed necessary or 
expedient for tlie reclamation or improvement of the said lands. 5 

Nothing in this Act contained shall authorise or enable the said 
Commissioners to interfere with or encroach, by tlicir works or 
otherwise, upon any park, garden, or demesne, without the couscut 
in writing of the owner thereof. 

12 . The Commissioners shall from time to timo lease separately 10 
the said farms which shall have so become vested in them by the 
provisions of this Act, and, when so laid out and divided, to tenants 
who shall undertake to reclaim and improve the said farms, for such 
terms, not less than nine hundred and ninety-nine years, and at 
such rents, as the said Commissioners shall deem advisable. And 15 
the said Commissioners shall be at liberty to require that any tenant 
shall give solvent security that he shall proceed with all reasonable 
expedition to reclaim the farm so leased to him, and to have same 
reclaimed and improved to their satisfaction within a time to he 
limited and fixed in the said lease. And it shall he lawful for the 20 
Commissioners to insert in any such lease such covenants for the 
due and expeditious reclamation of the said farm as to them shall 
appear desirable. 

Provided that if the lessee shall dispose of his estate or interest 
in said farm without the licence of the Commissioners, or shall 25 
make default in the performance of any covenant so contained in 
his said lease, then and in every such case the estate or interest 
vested in such lessee or owner shall cease and he void, and the 
Commissioners may thereupon re-enter and hold the lands comprised 
in such lease discharged therefrom. 30 

13 . It shall he lawful for the said Commissioners in their 
absolute discretion from time to time to accept a surrender of any 
lease to he granted by them as aforesaid, and of the estate and 
interest thereby created, and likewise to consent and give tlicir 
licence to the assignment of any such lease, and of the estate and 35 
interest thereby created, either as to the whole or any part of the 
lands comprised in such lease ; and it shall he lawful for the Com- 
missioners, at any time after any lease or any estate or interest in 
lands liolden of the Commissioners shall have become forfeited 
under the provisions herein-before contained, in their absolute dis- 40 
cretion, and upon such terms as they shall think fit, to waive such 
forfeiture, and thereupon the said lease or estate and interest shall 
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forthwith become valid and subsisting for the benefit of the person A.D. 1881. 
who would have been entitled thereto if such forfeiture had not — 
taken place, provided that every such waiver be made by a memo- 
randum under tlio hands and seals of the Commissioners, wliich 
5 shall be conclusive evidence of the same. 

14 . It shall be lawful for the Commissioners, in order to intro- Commis- 
duce and encourage an improved system of agriculture, to lay out 
upon any portions of the land taken by them for the purpose of farms anil 
this Act model farms, and to maintain or manage the same, and to p P j^ ule 

10 appoint proper bailiffs and superintendents thereof, and likewise to 
offer such prizes and rewards to the occupiers of any farms held 
under them, or the labourers employed thereon, for improvement in 
the land, good conduct, or otherwise, as the Commissioners shall 
think fit. 

15 15 . It shall be lawful for the Commissioners, at any time Power to

16. And be it enacted, that in the construction of Part I. of this Definition of 
Act (except where the nature of the provisions or the context of ,u i1k ‘ 

25 the Act shall exclude such construction) the expression “waste 
lands ” shall mean any lands lying together which, on the average 
of the entire tract, would not let for more than two shillings and 
sixpence per acre per annum to a solvent yearly tenant. 

17. The expenses which may be incurred in effectuating the Expenses of 

30 purposes of Part I. of this Act shall be advanced by the Conimis- Jjj* L of 

sioners of Public Works in Ireland to the said Waste Lands Com- 
missioners of Ireland out of the moneys authorised by the provisions 
of the Landlord and Tenant Act, Ireland, 1870, to be issued to the 
said Commissioners of Public Works.

30 and upon making the said order that the Board shall lodge the 
residue of the purchase money, execute the said vesting order. 

(c.) Such moneys lodged in the bank as aforesaid shall be subject 
to the orders of the Landed Estates Court, and shall be paid and 
distributed hy the said court. 

35 (<f.) Every annuity created in favour of the Board under this Act 

shall have the same priority, and shall be payable in the same 
manner, and shall he recoverable by the same process, and shall be 
redeemable on the same terms, as an annuity for the like purpose 
created under the Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870, and 
4i0 shall be deemed fpr fiscal purposes to be an annuity under that Act.

(e.) Upon the consent of the landlord and tenant, and subject to 
the approbation of the court, any rent may be reserved by the 
vesting order to the landlord and his successors in title. 

22. The Board may, if they think fit, advance to the tenant, 
for the purpose of purchasing his holding in pursuance of this Act, 5 
any sum not exceeding three fourths of the price of such holding, 
and upon such advance being made by the Board such holding shall 
be deemed to be charged with an annuity of the amount due and 
for the term aforesaid. 

No purchaser or any person deriving title through him of any 10' 
holding to whom any advance has been made under this Act shall, 
after such advance, without the consent of the Board, subdivide or 
sublet his holding during such time as any part of the annuity 
charged on such holding remains unpaid ; and if any such holding 
be subdivided or sublet the Board may at once proceed, by sale in 15- 
the Landed Estates Court or otherwise, to recover the whole amount 
which may at the time being remain unpaid, together with the 
costs of sale, the surplus fund being paid to the owner, or otherwise 
disposed of as may seem just. 

23. The vesting order under this Act shall, when executed, in 20 
the case of freehold land confer on the tenant an estate in fee 
simple or fee farm (as the case may be) in such holding, together 
with all rights, privileges, and appurtenances enjoyed or reputed to 

be belonging or appertaining thereto, subject to such charges and 
interests (if any subsisting) as by this Act are declared not to be 25 
incumbrances, and in case of estates in fee farm to the rents, 
covenants, and conditions expressed in the grant relating to the 
land, and on the part of the grantee, his heirs, executors, adminis- 
trators, and assigns, to be paid, observed, and performed, but freed 
from all other estates, incumbrances, and interests whatsoever, and 30 
shall in the case of leasehold land vest the holding in the tenant 
for the period and subject to the rents, covenants, and conditions 
expressed in the lease relating to the land of which the holding 
forms the whole or part, and on the part of the lessee, his executors, 
administrators, and assigns, to be paid, observed, and performed, 35- 
subject to such charges and interests, if any, as are in this part of 
this Act declared not to be incumbrances, but free from all other 
incumbrances and estates whatsoever. 

24. The following charges and interests shall not be deemed

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27. The clerk of the union shall cause the vesting orders filed

{a.) The provisions of the Record of Title Act (Ireland), 1865,

{y.) Any order directing investment may state the name and 
description of the person for the time being entitled to the 
dividends or annual proceeds : 

15 (A.) The Landed Estates Court shall have all the power and 

jurisdiction over funds and securities lodged to its account as 
aforesaid which it has over funds arising from sales under its 
ordinary jurisdiction. 

29. The vesting order when signed and recorded shall be final, 
20 with such power of amendment as herein-before contained. Ex- 
cepting as aforesaid, all orders and directions made under this Act 
may be the subject matter of appeal in the usual manner to the 
Court of Appeal in Chancery in Ireland. 

The clauses of Part II. and Part III. of the Landlord and Tenant 
25 Act (Ireland), 1S70, shall apply to and form part of this Act as 
if same were re-enacted herein, except where they are inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act. 

30. The Lord Lieutenant may, after communication with the

Any rules made in pursuance of this Act shall bo of the same 
force as if herein enacted, and shall be judicially noticed, and shall 
be laid before Parliament within three weeks after they arc made, 
if Parliament be then sitting, and if Parliament be not then sitting 10 
within three weeks after the beginning of the then next session of 
Parliament.

The word “ landlord ” shall mean any person who has 
received, or whose predecessor or predecessors in title have 30 
received, annual rent arising out of the holding the subject 
matter of the said agreement for a period of twenty years next 
preceding the date of the said agreement for sale : Provided 
that if the land has been at any time conveyed by the In- 
cumbered or Landed Estates Court, the person receiving the 35 
rent by virtue of such conveyance shall be deemed to be the 
landlord within the meaning of this Act : 

( e .) The word “ prescribed ” shall mean prescribed by any rule or 
rules to be made in pursuance of this Act : 

(/.) The expressions “ Record of Title Office ” and “ recording 40 
officer ” shall respectively mean the office established by the 
Record of Title Act (Ireland), 1865, and the officer for the 
time being in charge of the said office : 
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(</.) Tlie expression “ clerk of the peace ” shall include deputy- 
clerk of the peace or other person acting as clerk of the peace. 
Other words and expressions, so far as the context is not inconsistent 
with such interpretation, shall have the meaning assigned to them 
5 by the Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870. 

32. This Act shall apply to all lands, tenements, and corporeal 
hereditaments in Ireland.

Agreement for Sale. Landed Proprietors Act {Ireland), 1881. 

Pursuant to the Lauded Proprietors Act (Ireland), 1881, it is agreed 5 
between A.B. [landlord] aud C.D. [tenant] as follows : — 

1. The landlord agrees to sell and the tenant agrees to buy the fee-simple 

of the townland of Cherry wood, in the palish of E., barony of F., and count} r 
of G., as now in the tenants occupation {by virtue of a lease for, #■<:.]. The 
purchase money is to be £ , payable at such time and in such manner 10 

as the court shall direct The tenant’s rent is to be payable up to and 
including the gale day next before the day on which the tenant shall be 
declared the purchaser by the court. 

2. The purchaser is to take, subject to such charges and outgoings, rights, 
and easements, as are reserved by the said Act and are now legally subsisting 15 
on the lands. 

3. The application to the court is to be made by the landlord alone [or by a 

solicitor for landlord and tenant jointly] to cany out the sale as aforesaid, and 
is to be diligently prosecuted according to the rules and directions in that 
behalf made. 20 

4. The costs of the application and other proceedings are to be paid by the 
landlord, and the costs of vesting orders and maps by the tenant [or as the 
case may le\, aud such costs are to be taxed in the manner prescribed by 
the rules. 

5. This agreement is subject to the approval of the court, and it is to be null 25 
and void if the court refuses to cany the sale into effect.
